last, will go to the jury late this 
evening. 

The jury has the choice of three 
verdicts, conviction of first or sec- 
ond degree murder and acquittal. 
The penalty for first degree mur- 
der is death or life imprisonment: 
for second degree murder, from 10 
years to life in the penitentiary. 

Circumstantial Evidence. 

The Court’s instructions pointed 
out that the State’s case rested on 
circumstantial evidence and told 
the jury that they ‘‘must be satis- 
fied beyond a reasonable doubt” 
if they vote for a guilty verdict, ai- 
though the testimony of eye-wit- 
nesses is not necessary for convic- 
tion. They were particularly cau- 
tioned to consider the motive if 
any, for any crime which may 
have been committed. 

Closing arguments, scheduled to 
continue for six hours, opened at 
2p. m., after Circuit Judge Dear- 
ing had read his instructiong to the 
Jury of nine f ray, twi rpen- 
ters and a small towy storekeeper. 

In the State’s opening statement, 
Robert E. Kleinschmidt, former 
Prosecuting Attorney of Jefferson 
County, demanded, ‘““‘When a man 
and wife quarre] constantly and he 
beats her and finally kills her, 
would you say he had no motive?” 
Hohenthal’s eyes rested constantly 
on the prosecutor during the ad- 
dress. 

The defense rested on testimany 
intended to show that the young 
woman killed herself. Hohenthal, 
who is 59 years old, some 30 years 
older than the dead woman, testi- 
fied with other. witnesses that she 
previously had attempted to take 
her own life with poison. Three 
letters, interpreted by defense 
counsel as indicating that she con- 
templated suicide, were read to the 
jury. : 

Witnesses Assail Witnesses. 

The State seeks to place respon- 
sibility for Miss Potoskey’s death 
on Hohenthal, on the contention 
that a series of bitter quarrels over 
a period of years culminated in 
murder and that the rusty pistol 
found beside the body could not 
have been fired. 

Rebuttal testimony was offered 
by the State and the defense today. 
Witnesses for both sides assailed 
the reputations of opposing wit- 
nesses, and the State produced 
witnesses who testified that Miss 
Potoskey was “a happy-go-lucky 
girl” and not the morose and mel- 
ancholy individual described by the 
defense in building up the suicide 
theory. 

Deputy Sheriff William Bates of 
De Soto, recalled by the State, 
testified that Hohenthal remarked 
to him after the body was found, 
“It must have been that man from 
St. Louis.” Bates said he asked if 
the doors and windows were locked 
and Hohenthai replied that they 
were and that no one had a key 
but himself. “It must have 
suicide,” he remarked then, ac- 
cordin gto Bates.

In January, after having been 
elected president of the American 
Home Builders, Inc., Lee was made 
a defendant in a $100,000 suit 
charging slander. It was filed by 
Walter F. McCaleb, former vice 
president and organizer of labor 
banks. Among other things Mc- 
Caleb had charged Lee with mis- 
management of the affairs of the 
Home Builders. Lee countered, 
accusing McCaleb with being 
vengeful because he had been de- 
feated for the presidency of the 
organization. The suit is still pend- 
ing: 

Lee entered railroad service in 
1379 as brakeman for the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe, running out 
of Emporia, Kan. 

Lee’s rise in the Brotherhood 
was rapid. He got first national 
recognition when he received 
credit for averting the threatened 
general strike of all the transpor- 
tation brotherhoods in 1971. 

"n 1922 he again came to the 
front with his plan to settle all 
railway disputes under a regional 
syste1a and insisted that all strikes 
be called by the general officers of 
the nion. 

His famous statement that he 
vould “rather spend months in 
conference than one day in strikes” 
won him the respect of railway of- 
ficers and was largely responsible 
for his success in .c‘tling the nu- 
merous disputes.

UNOFFICIAL DRY RAIDER 
CONVICTED OF KILLING 


Jeff D. Harris, Who Shot Ok- 
lahoma Farmer, Found 
Guilty of Manslaughter. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHANDLER, Ok., Nov. 2.—Jeff 
D. Harris, volunteer dry law en- 
forcer, was convicted. by a jury 
here today of first degree man- 
slaughter for the killing of Oscar 
Lowery, Pottawatomie County 
farmer, in a liquor raid July 4. 
Punishment was left to the Judge. 

The prosecution had asked that 
Harris be convicted of first degree 
murder and argued for the death 
penalty. 

Harris also is charged with mur- 
der in connection with the killing 
of James C. Harris, brother-in-law 
of Lowery. during the’ raid. The 
men were shot to death on the 
James. Harris farm near Tecumseh, 
Ok., when Jeff D. Harris, not a 
relative, searched the premises for 
liquor and found none. 

Jeff Harris testifiel he acted as 
a@ posseman in assisting W. W. 
(Snake) Thomason, Federal prohi- 
bition enforcement agent, who with 
several other deputized men went 
to the Harris farm. He contended 
he killed in self defense after he 
had been struck in the face by a 
charge of buckshot fired from the 
Harris home. 

Lowery, in a death-bed _ state- 
ment, asserted he had not known 
Harris was an officer. He said 
Harris shot him while he was un- 
arme.”, 

The widow of James Harris told 
the jury that her husband and 
Lowery mistook the dry raider for 
a dangerous intruder. The slayer 
denied her statement that he had 
not identified himself as an of- 
ficer. 

Mrs. Harris said Lowery was 
killei as he pleaded with raised 
arms. for his life. 

Earl Harris, 7-year-old son of 
the slain man, said Jeff Harris 
entered the home and fired at his 
father as the farmer was stooping 
over a trunk. His father then fled. 
to a ravine, where he was killed, 
the boy said, adding that the 65- 
year-old raider fired the first shot. 

Thomason was in the neighbor- 
hood but was not at the § scene 
when the shooting occurred. He 
faces murder charges, but his case 
has been transferred to the Fed- 
eral Court.

State Public Service Board 

- Suspends Schedule Low- 
ered Since City Started 
Own Plant. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 

Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 2. — 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission today issued an order pro- 
hibiting the Missouri General Util- 
ities Co. from putting into effect for 
at least 120 days a reduction of 
electric light and power rates in 
Salem, Mo., in competition with a 
municipally-owned plant which be- 
gan operation a week ago. 

The Commission's action was on 
a protest by Mayor G. H. Slawson 
of Salem, who charged the com- 
pany was not acting in good faith, 
and that the purpose of the reduc- 
tion was to prevent the city plant 
from getting business. The city 
plant rates are identical with those 
charged by the privately-owned 
company which the Commission 
Lhas ordered continued in effect. 

Involved in the case are some of 
the most important legal questions 
ever brought up in relations  be- 
tween municipalities and privately- 
owned utilities, one of which is the 
tight of the Public Service Com- 
mission to regulate rates of a com- 
pany operating without a franchise. 

Franchise Expired. 

The Missouri General Utilities 
has had no franchise in Salem 
since last January, when its 20-year 
franchise expired. A week ago the 
City Council passed an ordinance 
jirecting the company to remove 
all of its property from the streets 
vf Salem within 90 days. The 
company’s response was the filing 
of a new rate schedule. 

The company:-has been charging 
15 cents a kilowatt hour for the 
first 50 kilowatt hour and 10 cents 
a kilowatt hour for all over 50. 
That is the rate of the municipai 
plant, The new -chedule which 
the company attempted to put into 
effect was 13 cents for the first 25 
killowatt hour, 10 cents for the 
next 25, eight cents for the next 
50, and six cents for all over 100. 
It also proposed *o reduce its 
minimum charge from $1.25 a 
month to $1, the city having fixed 
a $1 minimum. 

Mayor Slawson, in his protest 
to the Commission against the new 
rate schedule. said the company 
had persistently o»>posed a reduc- 
tion of rates, and asked on what 
theory fit now justifies a reduction 

Reason for Suspension. 

In suspending the new rate the 
Commission proceeded on the the- 
ory that the rate should not gv 
into effect until] the Commission 
has an opportunity to “investigate 
the grave” charges and to deter- 
mine whether the rates. which the 
company in the past has contended 
would be non-compensatory, would 
be a burden on plants operated by 
the company in other Missouri 
cities. 

It appears virtually certain the 
matter will be taken to the courta. 
If the company snould obey the 
ordinance directing it to remove? 
its property from he streets, it 
would be out of business 80 days 
before the expiration of the period 
of the suspension -f its new rates. 

Mayor Slawson and City Attor- 
ney Bennett, in proposing the ordi- 
nance, acted under a decision of 
the United States Supreme Court 
in the Detroit Street Railway case, 
in which the Court upheld the 
right of a city to order off the 
streets the property of a public 
utility operating without a fran- 
chise, and fixing 90 days as a rea- 
sonable time in which to require 
the removal,

Judge Says Jacob Me!lman 
Was Guilty of Unethical 
Practices in Stein Bank- 
ruptcy Case. ; 


Jacob Mellman, an attorney 
with offices in the Title Guaranty 
Building, was disbarred from Fed- 
eral Court yesterday by Federal 
Judge Faris for unethical prac- 
tises in connection with the bank- 
ruptcy case of Sam Stein, who op- 
erated a haberdashery at 2746 
Cherokee street. : 

The decision followed a hearing 
on an order for Mellman to show 


cause why he should not be dis- 
barred for unethical, illegal and 
dishonorable conduct. . Mellman, 
sitting with his wife at the counse] 
table, wept as the decision was de- 
livered. 

Testimony was given that Mell- 
man had taken goods worth about 
$480 from Stein’s store after he 
had prepared an assignment of 
his client’s assets for the benefit 
of creditors. It was also shown 
that he had filed a fraudulent 
Claim of about, $500 for William 
H. Cohen on which he had collect- 
ed the dividend and pocketed the 
amount. He had also filed two 
claims for loan companies, accord- 
ing to testimony, which he was 
not authorized to represent and 
had withheld his fees from the 
dividends. 

It was also testified that the 
names of Stein and a notary were 
forged: to the petition in bank- 
ruptcy which he filed for Stein 
and that the pauper’s affidavit 
was likewise forged. 

In summing up the _ evidence 
Judge Faris said that while Mell- 
man’s actions in connection with 
the loan companies’ claims in- 
volved no moral turpitude, they 
were unethical according to all 
known standards of ethics. 

“The testimony of Stein, his wife, 
and Cohen was that Mellman took 
the goods although he denied it,”’ 
Faris said. “The witnesses did not 
agree on the amount taken but 
Meliman admitted taking between 
$20 and $25 in goods for his fee. 
There was no testimony that Stein 
paid him a fee but it was shown 
that he received $175 for services 
from the assignee.” 

Judge Faris said he could see 
no basis for the defense theory 
of a frame-up, particularly as the 
three witnesses were not interested 
in the outcome of the proceedings. 

He found that Meilmag took the 
goods, that he filed Cohen’s claim 
knowing it to be fraudulent and 
collected the money on it, and filed 
er caused to be filed the forged 
petition and the pauper’s oath. 

His order was that.a judgment 
of ouster be entered and Mellman’s 
name stricken from the rolls of 
attorneys practicing in Federal 
Court. 

Meliman’s status as an attorney 
in the State Courts is not affected 
by the order of Judge Far'’-:, but it 
is expected the local bar associa- 
tion will take some action in the 
matter. 

Meliman studied law at Wash- 
ington University while he con- 
ducted a retail grocery and meat 
business. 

Meliman is a graduate of the 
Washington University Law School. 
He filed the pankruptcy petition 
in Oct. 1925. His practices were 
disclosed at hearings before 
Referee in Bankruptcy Coles. In 
1927 Judge Farig ordered an in- 
vestigation of his activities by the 
Department of Justice.

Crowd of 10,000 


Greets 
Soviet Crew at End of 
12,500-Mile Flights From

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.--Four 
Soviet flyers, bent on a mission of 
good will, were at the end of their 


miles across two continents and the 


North Pacific. ; 
Their arrival at Curtiss-Wright 
Field, Long Island, yesterday in 
their giant all-metal monopiane, 
Land of the Soviets, was 70 days 
after their takeoff from Moscow, 
during which time they combetted 
ali dangers of the elements, in- 
cluding snow storms, typhoons and 
lightning. 
An enthusiastic crowd of about 
10,000, waving red flags and sing- 
ing the “Internationale,” greeted 
the aviators and almost mobbed 
them before police succeeded in 
getting them into a hangar from 
the roof of which they waved ac- 
knowledgement to the throng. 
Col. Lindbergh Arrives. 
Just as the demonstration had 
reached its height, Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh landed at the field from 
a flight to Wilmington, Del., and a 
large part of the crowd made @ 
rush in his direction. 
A flying squad of police placed 
Col. Lindbergh on a truck and 
escorted him to the hangar hous- 
ing the Soviet flyers. He joined 
them on the roof, and cheers for 
“lIindbergh” mingled with those 
for the Russians. He congratulated 
them on their exploit, and the 
Soviet flyers through an interpre- 
ter told him he was the one per- 
son they had hoped to see in this 
country. 
Col. Lindbergh later slipped away 
in a private automobile and the 
Soviet aviators were taken to the 
Hotel Astor where they will stay 
while in the city. 
They said they had received in- 


various cities, but that their future 
plans were uncertain. 
Where Danger Was Worst. 

The two most difficult legs of 
their flight, they said, were across 
the sea of Ohkotsk and from Alas- 
ka to Seattle. Fiying from Nike- 
layevsk in Eastern Siberia across 
the Sea of Ohkotsk, they ran into 
a snow storm and for almost 10 
hours flew blind scarcely five feet 
above the water. From Waterfall, 
Alaska, to Seattle they battled 
storms all the way, flying in and 
out among the islands for more 
than 1000 miles, although the di- 
rect air line is but 600. 

The flyers took off from Moscow 
on Aug. 23. Their flight frequept- 
ly was delayed by storms, motor 
trouble and other mechanical dif- 
ficulties. The last leg was a flight 
from Detroit. 

The crew consisted of Semyoa 
Shestakov, commander: Philip Bo- 
lotev, second pilot; Boris Steriin- 
gov, navigator, and Dmitry Fufaey,

uses. Some weeks ago we discussed the intermina- 
ble legal delays in connection with street’ widening 
condemnation proceedings, a condition we trust will 
be remedied when the two new Circuit Judges swing 
into action. Within the limitations imposed upon it, 
however, the city is doing its best to provide not only 
for present traffic needs, but to anticipate those of the 
future. 

The downtown district, of course, is the focal point 
of the major street plan, which contemplates easy 
entrance into it from all parts of the city. Traffic 
will flow from the South Side over Gravois avenue, 
and from the North Side over Natural Bridge, into 
Twelfth street, all three of those arteries to be uni- 
formly widened. Egress to lower downtown will be 
provided by a double-deck highway link on Third 
street connecting North and South Broadway. Wid- 
ened Market and Morgan streets, flanking the down- 
town section, will complete the cordon. 

Two further outlets from downtown have been 
worked out which will be most valuable in relieving 
the traffic now concentrated largely on Lindell, Olive 
and Washington; one over Clark avenue and Forest 
Park boulevard through the park to Clayton road; 
the other over Franklin and Enright avenues to 
Union. In other words, by a minimum of labor and 
expense, four streets now unavailabie for through 
traffic are to be linked to provide two main arteries. 
One of the happiest results of this dual project is 
to make proper fise for the first time of Forest Park 
boulevard, a really noble thoroughfare, which has 
been heretofore more or less a cul de sac. 

Clark avenue is already a standard size (80 feet) 
west to Eighteenth, where it is interrupted by the 
Union Station. A viaduct will be built over the 
tracks, the Terminal agreeing to pay $150,000 toward: 
its expense, to Twentieth street, where Clark avenue 
continues west. It will be necessary to widen Clark 
from Twentieth to Grand, which it will reach by a 
cut through the site of Handlan’s Park, and thus 
connect with Forest Park boulevard. The plan is to 
separate the grades at Grand and Clark, with ramps 
for traffic turning at the intersection. 

The Franklin-Enright project is a simpler one. 
With the exception of a few blocks, Franklin is 
well paved to Grand, where it will be connected with 
the eastern stub of Enright. The task will then be 
to straighten Enright’s kinks. Between Walton and 
Kingshighway it will.be necessary to cut a new link, 
and steps have already been taken to condemn prop- 
erty through the four blocks that separate those two 
streets. A considerable part of Enright has already 
been repaved. Completion of this project may be 
looked for at a reasonably early date. 

In bringing the major street plan into coherence, 
the city has in some cases given preferred attention 
to parts of the city which have suffered unusual neg- 
lect in the past. One instance is the building of 
Kingshighway Northwest in the direction of Baden, 
a route which remains incomplete pending necessary 
drainage work. Taylor avenue has been improved 
between Florissant and Broadway as a link with 
Kingshighway Northeast. The improvement: of Cal- 
vary avenue between Bellefontaine and Calvary cem- 
eteries, a source of much discussion, awaits the set- 
tlement of negotiations with the cemeteries. A new 
road across the southwestern section from Carondelet 
Park to Forest Park, touching Forest Park at a point 
midway between McCausland avenue and Kingshigh- 
way, is now in process of construction to serve a 
section now greatly handicapped for lack of through 
streets. 

So that gradually and by piecemeal the major 
street plan is assuming definite form. When it is 
completed a dream which now exists on prosaic 
blueprints will be fulfilled. The city will have an in- 
tricate network of boulevards not only connecting 
every section of the city with the downtown district, 
but with every other section. Completely encircling 
the city will be one continuous boulevard. Just as 
Baden and Carondelet are now on either end of 
Broadway, so they will be at each terminus of a new 
thoroughfare to gird the city on the west, utilizing 
McCausland avenue, Skinker road and Hodiamont, 
plus other links yet to be built. That will be the 
crowning work of a system of boulevards second to 
none in comprehensiveness if not in beauty. In the 
meantime, we shall have to wait patiently while the 
multitudinous details are worked out, the funds pro- 
vided, the condemnation proceedings settled. That 
may be'five years, it may be ten, but St. Louis will 
have something to boast about when it is done.

This has not 
been a season of bumper crops, but nihe-tenths of 
the map issued with the report is labeled “fair,” and 
Lthis should be conducive to optimism. Basing its 
findings on returns from bankers, business men and 
agricultural extension agents, the report has this to 
say about the Various items in the Missouri farmer’s 
budget: “Wheat, poor; corn, fair to poor; other 
grains, fairp hay, good; livestock, fair; poultry, good; 
dairying, good.” From Southwest Missouri, Western 
Kentucky and Tennessee there is a particularly opti- 
mistic tone. In Southeast Missouri, which has had 
a series of crop failures in past years, conditions are 
very good, with record yields in some sections. 

The report’s conclusions are in these words: “St. 
Louis jobbers and manufacturers have not had such 
excellent opportunities in many years for the sale of 
goods in Southeastern Missouri, extreme Southern 
Illinois, extreme Northeast Arkansas, Western Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky and Northern Mississippi. In 
the remainder of the territory, except the poor 
counties, the opportunities for sales are good.”

HOW WALSH ANSWERED BINGHAM. 

Senator Thomas (Documentary Evidence) Walsh 
was as usual heavily armed when he arose in the 
Senate last Monday to discuss the Bingham-Eyanson 
scandal. Bingham had made a long and angry speech 
in defense of his actions, and Caraway had followed 
with an excited reply. Walsh, icily calm, offered no 
personal opinion of Bingham. He merely pulled 
a sheaf of newspaper editorials from his pocket and 
began to quote from them. 

The first was an editorial from the New. York 
Herald Tribune, characterized by Walsh as “the Fy 
leading Republican paper of the United States, if I 
have appraised it properly.” It said Eyanson’s serv: 
ice as Bingham’s secretary involved an indefensible 
subterfuge. It criticised Bingham’s action in bring- 
ing to official committee sessions the representative 
of a special interest. Next Walsh quoted adverse 
editorial expressions from the New York Evening 
Post and the Philadelphia Public Ledger, both Repub- 
lican newspapers. “I suppose,” said Walsh, “no one 
will accuse the Public Ledger of being actuated by 
any intense antagonism to Republicans or to a high 
tariff bill.” 

Then came “the most unkindest cut of all.” Walsh 
began to read from newspapers of Senator Bingham’s 
own State. The Hartford Courant spoke of Bingham’s 
“amazing indiscretion” and “lamentable lack of 
candor.” There followed expressions of the Water- 
bury Republican, the New Britain Daily Herald and 
the Hartford Times, in which Bingham’s “folly,” 
“his poor tactics,” and his “error of judgment” were 
expatiated upon. The speech was ended with bitter

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The New 
York Stock Exchange announced 
today that total member borrow- 
ings against security collateral dur- 
ing October showed the unpreced- 
ented drop of $2,440,559,111, bring- 
ing the total down to $6,108,824,- 
868... 

This reduces total members’ bor- 
rowings to the lowest level of the 
year, and compares with a total 
of $8,549,383,979 at the end of 
September, and $6,439,740.511 the 
first of the year. 

This decline, reflecting the dras- 
tic liquidation of stocks during the 
past fortnight, comes upon the 
heels of four successive months of 
increases totaling more than $1,- 
800,000,000. 

The decline compares with a 
drop of $1,096,000,000, reported by 
the Federal Reserve Bank for the 
week ended last Wednesday, which 
reduced the Fedral rsrv total to 
$5,538,000,000, the lowest since 
early June. The Stock Exchange 
montly figures are more inclusive 
than the reserve figures, as they in- 
clude loans made directly to brok- 
ers, not through Federal reserve 
member banks.
